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ORDINANCE NO . XXXIV OF 1948 

AN 

ORDINANCE 
Honoutrol the admission into , and regulate the movements in , India of persons 

from Pakistan . 
WHEREAS an emergency las arisen whicb makes it necessary to control the 
admission into , and regulato the movements in , Iulia, of persons from Pakistan ; 

Now , TIERAPORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by section 42 of the 
Government of India Art, 1915 (21 Gen . 5 , v . 2 ), the Governor-General is plonsod 
to make und pronulante the following Ordinance : - 

1 . Shorl title , extent and commencemant .- - ( 1 ) This Ordinance may be called 
the Influx from Pakistan (coutrol) Onlinance , 1948 . 

( ) It extends to the wbole of India . 
( 3 ) It shall come into lurce : it once . 

2 . Definitions. — In this Ordivunce, unless there is unything repugnant in the 
subject or context , — 

( a ) enter " means to enter hy waier , land or air ; 

( b ) oflicer of Government means any officer of the Centrul Govern 
Inent or of a Provincial Government or of the Goverument of an Acceding 
State ; 

(0 ) " permit means a permit issued or renewed or the period whereof 
has been extended in accordance with the rules made under this 
Ordinance . 

8 . Oontrol of admission into India of persons from Pakistan .- - No porgon ghall 
anter India from any place in Pukistan , whether directly or indirectly , unless 

(a ) he is in possession of a permit , or 

(b ) being a person not domiciled in India or Pakistan , he is in posses 
sion of a valid passport is required by the Indian Pussport Act , 1920 (XXXIV 
of 1920 ), or 

(c ) he is exempted froin the requirement of being in possession of a 
perinit by or in accordance with the rules mudo under this Ordinance. 
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4 . Power to make rules. - The Central Government may , by notification in 
the official Gazette , make rules 

(a ) prescribing the authorities by which and the conditions subject to 
which permite may be issued or renewed or the period thereof extended , the 
conditions to be satisfied by the applicants for such perinite , and the forms 
und classes of such permits ; 

(b ) regulating the movements in India of any person who is in possen 
sion of a permit ; 

(c) providing for the exemption , either absolutely or on conditions , of 
any person or class of persons from the requirement of being in possession 
of a permit or from the operatiou of any rule made under this section ; and 

(d ) generally , providing for any other matters ancillary or incidental to 
the carrying out of the purposes of thig Ordinance . 

8 . Punishment of offences . - ( 1) Whoever enters India in contravention of the 
provisions of section 8 , or having entered India contravenes the provisions of 
any rule made under section 4 , or commits a breach of any of the conditions of 
his pormit , shall be punishable with imprisonment for & term which may ex 
tend to one year , or with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees , or 
with both . 

( 2 ) Whoever , in any statement made by him in pursuance of any of the provi. 
bions of this Ordinance or of any rules made thereunder, furnishes any infor 
mation which is false, and which he either knows or believes to be false or 
doos not believe to be true , touching any point material to the obi - ct for 
which tho statement is made or used , shall be punishuble with imprisonment 
for a terin which may uxtond to one year , or with fine which may extend to 
one thousand rupees , or with both . 

6 . Powor of arrest . - ( 1 ) Any officer of police , not below the rank of a sub 
inspoctor, any officer of the customs department of the Central Government 
or any other officer of Government empowered by a general or special order of 
the Central Government in this behalf may arrost without warrant any person 
who his committed or Agninst whoin a ransonable guspicion exists that he has 
oommitted an offence under this Ordinance . , 

( 2 ) Every officer making an arrest under this section shall , without un 
necessary delay , take or send the person arrested before a Magistrate having 
jurisdiction in the case or to the officer - in - charge of the nearest police station , 
and the provisions of section 61 of the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1898 ( V of 
1898 ), or of the corresponding law for the time being in force in the Acoeding 
State shall , so far as they may be applicable , apply in the case of any such 
Arrest . 


7. Power of removal. - Without prejudice to the provisions contained in 
seotion 5 , the Central Government may , by general or special order , direct the 
removal from India of any person who has committed , or against whom te 
reasonable guspicion exists that he has committed , an offence under this Ordi 
nance , and thereupon any officer of Government shall have all reasonable powers 
necessary to enforce such direction , 


8 . Protoction to persons acting in good taith . -- No suit, prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against any person for anything which is in good faith 
dono or intended to be done under this Ordinance . 


9 . Lapoal of Ordinanco IVIL of 1948 . - ( 1) The Influx from West Pakistan 
( Control) Ordinance , 1948 (XVII of 1948 ), is hereby repealed . 
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(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, any rules made, action taken or thing 
done in the exercise of any power conferrod by the influx from West Pakistan 
(Control) Ordinance , 1948 , shall for all purposes be deemed to have been made, 
takon or done in the exercise of the powers conferred by this Ordinance , as i 
this Ordinange had commenced on the day such order wag made or suoh action 
WM takon or suob thing was done.
